He wasn't that way at all, 


of course. By rights he should 
be one of the greatest of teen- 
age heroes, and a model for 
them to emulate. For he had 
his troubles as a teen-ager, 
too.

revolutionary prison experi- 
ment that would allow long- 
term inmates regular vaca- 
tions with their families is 
underway in Sweden. 


The new plan by the prison 


authorities is a follow-up of a 
first 
successful 
experiment 


last summer when a specially 
selected 
group of paragon 


prisoners were granted a few 
weeks' mountain holiday with 
their mates. Now, the Nation- 
al Prison Board, headed by 
director g e n e r a l Torsten 
Eriksson, has decided to give 
"unreliable" inmates a chance 


! too. 
| 
Experiment for Progress 
"We have to experiment to 


make progress in prison wel- 


! fare." said Torsten Eriksson, 


who has 35 years experience 
in the field. 


Eriksson and the Swedish 


Prison Board during the past 
year have carried out three 
experiments termed unique in 
the world. They were: 


One—A "prisoners' universi- 


ty", located at Uppsala north 
of here, where gifted inmates 
study and take even highly 
qualified courses. They are 
also allowed to go on to their 
own into Stockholm Universi- 
ty- 


Two—The "vacation prison" 


at Haerjedalen, north Sweden, 
where model inmates from 
open institutions had a nice 
three-weeks summer holiday. 
There 
was nothiog to bar 


them, but none escaped. 


Three—The so-called "fam- 


ily prison" 
near Uppsala. 


Long-term inmates are allow- 
ed to live in villas, together 
with their wives during the 
last part of their terms. Three 
villas are currently housing 
inmates who served long sen- 
tences in closed institutions. 
There is hardly any surveil- 
lance. The experiment 
has 


aroved s u c c e s s f u l so far, 
spokesmen for the prison au- 
thorities said. 


Prisoner Honeymoons 


A 27-year-old lifer from the 


Haernosand prison, convicted 
against his denial of a cold- 
blooded robbery-murder about 
six years ago. moved into a 
modern three-room villa to 
spend a delayed honeymoon 
with his pretty young wife. 


The 
couple married last 


November during a few hours 
extra leave granted the in- 
mate. 
The 
prison 
board's 


"wedding 
present." 
was 
a 


promise that he could serve 
the rest of his term in the 
probably unique "family pris- 
on" situated at Knutsby about 
35 miles north of here. The 
inmate and his wife moved in 
last month in time for Christ- 
mas. It was their first meet- 
ing since the wedding. 


"They will be allowed to 


stay in the house until we find 
that he may be released. His 
term will certainly be short- 
ened if he behaves, but he will 
probably have to wait a few 
years for his release," Tor- 
sten Eriksson explained. 


Nominal Change 


The villa, for 
which 
the 


prisoners pay a near nominal 
rent of a couple of hundred 
crowns (about $40) a month, 
is unguarded and casual sur- 
veillance is extremely dis- 
creet. 


While serving his sentence 


"at home", the convicted rob- 
ber-murderer p u r s u e s his 
studies on work therapy while 
moving and working freely in 


the b 1 e s s i n g s of ordinary 
home and 
family 
life. The 


inmate, while taking a Bible 
course 
in 
prison, became 


deeply religious and met his 
wife at a free church congre- 
gation he attended on fur- 
loughs. 


There are currently only a 


few such villas in Sweden 
but prison authorities plan to 
extend the system on a large 


scale providing it works out 
well. 


Work is fundamental to the 


Swedish prison system and 
many 
of the open institu- 


tions— now amounting to one 
fourth of the prisons—function 
as "factory prisons" on terms 
similar to any outside plant. 


Increase Number 


The prison authorities are 


striving to increase the per- 
centage of open institutions to 
half of all prison facilities. 


Despite all the liberality, 


Swedish prisoners do escape. 
The escape rate in 1966 (com- 
plete figures for 1967 are still 
unavailable) was 8.2 per cent, 
A large 
number 
of these 


escapees, however, were in- 
mates who did not return 
from furloughs, or returned 
late.

Was/i/ngfon's Farewell Address 


George Washington's plea for neutrality 


in his Farewell Address has been used over 
the years to justify our old isolationism or 
tn prove that the first president was old- 
fashioned. But in The time in history when 
the message was conceived and written, it 
made good sense. 


From the very beginning. Washington 


was plagued with efforts both in France 
and England to get the infant United States 
committed to one side or the other. In a 
way the split was also represented in the 
United States — Thomas Jefferson 
and 


James Monroe at first seemed to favor 
better relations with France while Alexan- 
der Hamilton and John Jay saw American 
fortunes 
growing 
with 
closer 
ties to 


England. 


But Washington firmly resisted even 


the 
highly unethical and embarrassing 


efforts of the French ambassador to the 
United States. Edmund Genet, to encourage 
an American attack on British and Spanish 
forces in Florida and Louisiana. Over the 
years his backing of a real 
neutrality 


convinced even 
those 
Republicans 
who 


considered the excesses of the French 
revolution as necessary for the develop- 
ment of democracy in that country. 


In a letter to James Monroe, Washing- 


ton's point of view which came later in the 
Farewell Address was stressed. "1 have 
always given it as my decided opinion that 
no nation had a right to intermeddle in the 
internal concerns of another: that everyone 
has a right to form and adopt, whatever 
government they liked best to live under 
themselves. And that if this country could, 
consistent with its engagements, maintain a 
strict 
neutrality and thereby preserve 


peace, it was bound to do so by motives of 
policy, interest, and every other considera- 
tion that ought to actuate a people situated 
and circumstanced 
as we are: 
already 


deeply in debt, and in a convalescent state, 
from the struggle we have been engaged in 
ourselves." 


Washington's policies meant that the 


United States dirt not get seriously embroil- 
ed in the conflicts swirling around us. It 
gained a grudging respect for its independ- 
ence even from the outraged French and 
the supercilious; British. And of course its 
efforts and its money could he spent upon 
the domestic problems of developing the 
nation instead of heing wasted 
on the 


tremendous costs of constant war. 


The situation is not the same today as 


Washington would have realized. In the 
Farewell Address he warned that "Europe 
has a set of primary interests which to us 
have none or a very remote relation" and 
the same cannot he said today. And yet 
some of the advice should still be consid- 
ered at this time of extensive American 
involvement in other countries and what 
certainly often appears to be American 
interference in domestic issues of other 
nations. 


"Why 
quit 
our own to stand upon 


foreign ground'.' Why. by interweaving our 
destiny with that of any part of Europe, en- 
tangle our peace and prosperity in the toils 
of European ambition, rivalship, interest, 
humor or caprice? Tis our true policy to 
steer clear of permanent alliances with any 
portion nf the foreign world. . . Excessive 
partiality for one foreign nation and exces- 
sive dislike for another, cause those whom 
they actuate to see danger only on the 
side and serve to veil and even second the 
arts of influence on the other. . . There can 
be no greater error than to expect, or cal- 
culate upon real favors from nation to na- 
tion." 


It is a different century and the United 


States now is one of the most powerful and 
wealthy in the world instead of a strug- 
gling, impoverished people attempting a 
tremendous 
experiment in government. 


But 
there are 
parts of Washington's 


policies that perhaps we have discarded too 
readily. 


Keeping North Korea Happy 


Cyrus Vance's hasty trip to South Korea 


apparently was intended 
primarily to 


soothe President, Ching Hee Park whose 
government had been sponsoring, or at least 
permitting. anti-American 
demonstrations 


in Seoul. At this juncture it is a little hard 
to determine whether the increase in 
military aid for South Korea which Presi- 
dent, Johnson has requested is an effort to 
bolster the South Korean forces against an 
Increase in military pressure from the 
North or only a concession to Park's 
demands. 


Our military aid program to South 


Korea averages about $150 million a year 
and 
the President has asked for 
an 


additional $100 million. The able South 
Korean army now is using weapons that are 
supposed to be inferior to the Russian and 
Chinese ones in North Korean possession. 
Although the United 
States has been 


working to modernize and better equip 
South Korean forces in exchange for some 
50.000 of them fighting on our side in 
Vietnam. Park feels at. least at a psycholog- 
ical 
disadvantage 
especially 
after 
the 


infiltration of a North Korean raiding party 
which was supposed to assassinate him last, 
month. 


It also is likely that Park's demands 


have come because of the American and 
North Korean talks about the Pueblo and 
the exclusion of South Koreans at those 
talks. South Koreans consider the whole 
problem of pressure from North Korea as 
much more important than the seizing of 
one American spy ship. And like most, 
Asians, forced into a subservient role by 
the need 
for American assistance, the 


South Koreans resent the role and to some 
extent, the Americans as well. This is 
unavoidable in all probability but it makes 
relationships difficult. 


The South Koreans have progressed 


considerably since the end of the war and 
this is one reason why they now are under 
pressure from the less successful Commu- 
nist North. The United States is commited, 
not only to their military defense but, in 
large part, to their economic success. While 
the country is in no real sense a democracy, 
it has increased civil liberties and as long as 
the majority of the people are improving 
their standards of living, there is little 
danger of another political coup. 


But to some extent the United Stales is 


at the mercy of demands by the South 
Korean government, and conferences for 
compromise were the real reasons for 
Vance's trip. 


Nuclear Weapons and Vietnam 


There is a strange and bitter irony in 


the 
fact 
that 
the 
United 
States has 


stockpiled enough 
nuclear 
warheads to 


destroy much of civilization but that the 
weapons are useless in the conflict in Asia. 


Rumors that 
nuclear weapons were 


being deployed for possible use in Vietnam 
have not been directly denied in Washing- 
ton. While. Secretary of State Dean Rusk's 
answer was equivocal as usual, there was 
gome reason this time to evade, giving a 
straight reply. The value of our nuclear 
weapons are as a deterrent. Presumably 
Secretary Rusk believes that assuring the 
North Vietnamese that, we would never use 
nuclear weapons in Vietnam might encour- 
age them to fight longer and harder. The 
invasion of South Korea by the North 
Koreans 
has often 
been 
blamed on a 


statement, by then Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson that Korea lay outside of Ameri' 
can Asian interests. 


Nucle.ar weapons appear to be outlaw- 


ed for use in Vietnam in part because of 
Democratic charges during the 19fi4 elec- 
tion campaigns that the election of Barry 
Goldwate.r would mean their use and a 
subsequent nuclear holocaust. Tn earlier 
debates about the possibility of using small 
nuclear weapons in a theoretical battle., it 
was suggesed that they could be effective- 


ly — and morally — used against troops of 
the enemy or against military objectives 
such as ammunition dumps as long as it 
was absolutely understood that they would 
never be used against civilians or open 
cities. 


Bui the nalure of the Vietnamese war 


precludes any such use since civilians are 
bearing 
as much of (he brunt of the 


fighting as arc military troops. Since troop 
positions are changing so often, nuclear 
bombs would also endanger American and 
South Vielnarnese forces. 


We must wonder exactly why we have 3 


considerable, number of nuclear weapons in 
Asia considering that they are virtually 
useless except in case of a general nuclear 
war when they would probably be super- 
fluous. Reportedly one reason that planes 
could not come to the aid of the Pueblo was 
because they were armed with nuclear 
devices which could not be 
employed 


against the North Korean raiders.
